was next to bo disgraced or beheaded. . On 
mattors Chinero, critics abound, and theso 
anxious to tendor advice’ are numberloss. 
Of the formor class, few know their subject 
even passably’ “well; and of the at. 
tor, how many can bo said to speak 
disinterestedly? Politicians in Ching 
are of two classes, by far tho bigger 
Being the Conservatives or Anti-reformers, 
who perpetually Jook backwards for ingpira- 
tion, oxult the teachings of the sayes and 
the precedents of a hoary antiquity, hon: 
estly boliove and putrictioally afirm that 
all theic country’s troubles are the irrefut- 
able outcome of deviation from the path 
followed by the sages, and that return to 
those waya is the sole sovereign remedy for 
all their political ailments. .Tho other 
schoo}, comprising a small but increasing 
minority, accepts prosent conditions, recog- 
nises the absolute need of roforms, and is 
not blind to tho exiatence of nations beyond 
their own frontieta. It is, says Sir Robart 
Hart, to this numerically small but influen- 
tiat band of ardent progressives, that the 
Empcror Kwang Heu belongs. 

What are theso roferms? Convention 
regulates the polity of nations, as much ns 
it does that of individuals.
